It is further averred that by force of this contract | 
between the plaintiffs and defendant they became 
partners in the business of publishing this edition ; 
that the good-will and right of publishing, under 
the custom of the trade, thereby became partnerghip | 
property, to be held for the joint benefit of the par- 

ties, and to be valued and disposed of as partnership | 

property; that an illustration was engraved expressly | 
for each volume, and copyrighted by Houghton ; that 
. these copyrights, by the contract, were agreed to be 
transferred to the plaintiffs, and that they are now 
the equitable owners of them, in trust for the part. | 
nership. That by reason of the exertions of the 
plaintiffs, who are eminent and well-known book- | 
sellers, the good-will of said edition and the right | 
of publication thereof, according to the custom of | 
the trade, has become and now is of much greater | 
value than before the same became partnership 
property, and, as is believed, is capable of being 
+ 8old to others in the trade for the sum of $30,000. 
That the defendant gave the notice provided for in 
the contract for its termination, on the 27th of De- 
cember, 1864; that unless the publication is con- 
tinued beyond the 27th of December, 1865, in the 
same manner as heretofore, under the order of this 
court, the good-will will rapidly deteriorate and the 
plaintiffs suffer irremediable injury. The prayer for 
relief covers all the allegations in the bill. 
I have not stated all its averments in detail, as! 
that is not necessary for the purpose of this motion. | 
Upon this bill and certain affidavits read on this 
hearing, the plaintiffs move “for the appointment | 
of a receiver to continue the manufacture, publica- | 
tion, and sale of the books described in the bill, | 
and which are embraced in the contracts thereto 
annexed, until the final hearing of the cause ;” and | 
that “the court direct that the business of manu- 
facturing, publishing, and selling the said books, | 
4s heretofore conducted under the said contract, be | 
continued by the parties, the plaintifis and defend- | 
ants, under such receiver, until the final hearing 
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three years from this date, and thereafter, until one | and decision of this cause, or the further order of 


the court, and that an injunction issue to the said 
parties respectively, directing and commanding them 
to act herein as the agents of such receiver in dis- 
charging thg several duties and obligations, and 
doing the several acts provided to be done, in and 
by the said contract,” &c. , 

This bill and motion are sought to be grounded 
on the principles which govern courts of equity in 
dealing with the assets of a partnership at its disso- 
lution, and the question whether or not the contract 
between the parties to this suit amounted to a part- 
nership or not, was discussed at length on the argu- 
ment. It is possible that in some of its features the 
agreement may be held to establish a relation closely 
resembling that of partnership, but I do not now go 
into that question, because I do not deem it neces- 
sary to enable me to properly dispdse of this motion. 


| | will therefore assume, for my present purpose, that 


there was a special, limited, and peculiar partner- 
ship established between the plaintiffs and defend- 
ant in the enterprise set forth. The question then 
arises, what are the partnership assets upon which 
this court can bring its power to bear for the purpose 
of protecting the interests of the parties thereto? 
| As there is no question raised as to the rights of 
| the creditors of the partnership, the whole contro- 
| versy relates to the alleged conflicting interests of 
| the members of the firm among themselves. 

This court can deal only with the assets which 
belong, in law or equity, to the partnership. What 
are they? Ido not find from the contract, or from 
any evidence in the cause, that the partnership 
acquired any title, either legal or equitable, to any 
corporeal property about which any dispute has 
arisen. The stereotype plates, the plates from which 
the illustrations are printed, and the copyrights 
thereto, I think, are clearly the sole property of the 
defendant, and that all right in their use, in the 
interest of the plaintiffs, must cease on the 27th 
December, when the partnership expires. Laying 
out @f the case the question touching what is called 
the “ good-will,’’ I see no ground upon which it could 
be insisted that the partnership acquired any kind 
of a title to, or interest in, these plates and copy- 
rights beyond the right to have them used for the 
term fixed by the contract in carrying out the en- 
terprise. 

The only asset, then, which can in any view be- 
supposed to belong to the partnership about which 
there is any controversy is this species of incor- 
poreal property called good-will. If this could be 
deemed, under the peculiar circumstances of this 
case, to be property capable of transfer, and pos- 
sessed of value, its conveyance to the partnership, 
if it ever were conveyed, did not carry with it the 
printing establishment of the defendant, nor that 
portion of it which was employed in printing these 
books, nor the copyright of the illustrations. If 


|anything which can be called in any legal sense 


property was transferred to this partnership, it 
must have been that incorporeal right of publishing 


this edition of Dickens, and described in the bill as 


a good-will, founded upon the custom of the trade 
to forbear competition. No corporeal property was 
embraced in this supposed transfer by the terms of 
the contract, and none could adhere to it as an inci- 
dent. Good-will may adhere to or spring out of 
corporeal property, or a business having a locality 
or establishment, but I think it would be new doc- 
trine to hold the reverse, and treat the material. 
property or establishment as an incident of the good-- 
will. Good-will must always rest upon some prin- 
cipal and tangible thing, locality, trade, or commer-. 
cial establishment, and it has therefore been held 
that it can never arise as an asset of a partnership 
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where the members only contribute as capital their 
professional skill and reputation, however intrinsi- 
cally valuable these may be. 

Now what is this alleged good-will in the present 
ease which this court is asked to treat as property, 
and for the preservation and beneficial sale of which 
its power is invoked to continue the operation of 
this contract beyond the time fixed by its terms? 
It confessedly rests upon no right conferred by 
statute. It certainly rests upon no common /aw of 
the country, recognized and administered by judi- 

cial tribunals. It rests upon no locality or material 
partnership property. If it has any foundation at 
all, it stands on the mere will, or, as it is termed in 
the bill, the “courtesy” of the trade in forbearing 
competition. True, it is called by the plaintiffs a 
“custom” of the trade, and alleged in the bill as a 
“reasonable custom.’”’ But I apprehend that it 
is very far from being a /egal custom furnishing 
a solid foundation upon which an inviolable title 
to property can rest, which courts can protect from 
invasion. It can, therefore, hardly be called 
property at all—certainly not in any sense known 
to the law. It may be an advantage to the party 
enjoying it for the time being, but its protection 
rests in the voluntary and unconstrained forbear- 
ance of the trade. I know of no way in which the 
publishers of this country can republish the works 
of a foreign author, and secure to themselves the 
exclusive right to such publication, in any form of 
edition, except so far as new matter or illustrations 
are incorporated into it, and thus to that extent 
such works are made a subject of copyright. The 
ornamental designs of the binding or dress of the 
volumes might possibly be patented. But nothing 
relating to the edition can come under the protec- 
tion of the law, except what is new and original, 
and covered by copyright or letters patent. For 
this court to recognize any other literary property 
in the published works of a foreign author would 
contravene the settled policy of Congress, and be an 
attempt to enter the field belonging exclusivelg to 
the National Legislature. Of the wisdom of our 
legislative policy I have nothing to say here. 

This alleged good-will, therefore, rests upon no 
‘legal foundation, and consequently is not a partner- 
“ship asset possessing any legal value. The books 
\were printed by the defendant at his printing estab- 
lishment in Cambridge, Mass., and published and 
sald by the plaintiffs at their book-store in New 
‘Work; but neither of these establishments are 
partuership assets which this court can decree to 
be sold, and thus convey with them a good-will in 
the ordinary sense in which that term is regarded 
as descriptive of property. Neither are the types, 
plates, or copyrights, from and under which the 
edition was printed, such assets. The only thing 
the court conld decree a sale of would be this 
peculiar advantage called the good-will of the trade 
toward this particular‘edition. If this court were 
to appeint a receiver, he would have nothing to 
‘take but this peculiar incorporeal right or advan- 

tage, and should the business be continued under 
* this contract for a period of years, the receiver 

would take nothing else, as there is nothing else 
‘belonging to the partnership which the parties are 
not agreed between themselves to take, without the 
interposition of the court. At the end the court 
could decree the sale of nothing else. The buyer 
would take nothing valuable but what he would be 
entitled to before, except the negative advantage 
of having the parties to this suit enjoined against 
- the further use of the implements or materials by 
which this edition has been produced. This the 
court would not do if it had the power, because it 
would tend to destroy and not conserve the pro- 
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perty. As it could not compel the sale and transfer 
of these implements and materials to the purchaser 
of the good-will, but only forbid their further usg 
by the defendant, its decree would be only pro 
ductive of mischief to the defendant and the publig, 
without conferring any benefit upon these plaintiffs, 
for the sale of this advantage called good-will, 
would bring nothing, as it would be worth nothing, 
The motion is therefore denied. 


OUR CONTINENTAL CORRESPONDENCE, 
Panis, November 10, 1865, 

I must begin this letter by recording the death of 
two men of world-wide fame who have gone down 
to the grave as full of years as of honors. The 
least remarkable of the two was M. Melesville, 
Like Mme. Sand, like Gavarni, Gerard de Nerval, 
and so many other French arthors, Melesville wag 
a pseudonym assumed at parental request to secure 
the family name from the tempests of the pit. One 
cannot repress a smile to find how fortune baffled 
| the judicial delicacy of this father by turning his 
youngest son likewise to the stage and crowning him 

| with such success as made the name of Duveyrier 
| as familiar to the theatrical world as the pseudo- 
}nym Melesville. Anne Joseph Honoré Duveyrier 
| seemed doubly destined to the bar. Jean Frangois 
Lesparat, his maternal grandfather, won no incon- 
| siderable reputation as the author of a Dictionary 
| of the Digest. His father, Baron Duveyrier, was an 
| advocate of the Parlement de Paris, a member of 
| the Tribunal and First President of the Royal Court 
'of Montpellier. He therefore followed family tra- 
| dition and entered the bar, where, in his 29th year, 
he rose to be deputy prosecuting attorney ; but even 

| while pursuing this austere profession the stage 
| tempted him by its applause, and when he was 25 
| he wrote a play, “L’Oncle Rival,” which was brought 
| out and received with favor in 1811. The Battle 
|} of Waterloo made adramatist of him. His father 
| and ‘he became obnoxious to the Bourbons from their 
| connection with Bonaparte, and were driven from 
| their posts. He turned his attention to dramatic 
|literature. The melo-drama was then in great 
| vogue, and he wrote * L’ Aigle des Pyrenées” with 
| Pixérécourt, in those days the all-powerful melo- 
dramatic writer. He learned in this school the art 

| of heightening the interest and of building the plot 
| of pieces. When he turned his attention to comedy 
he proved instantly one of the best constructors of 

| a scenario among his contemporaries. Scribe, with 
| whom he wrote a great many pieces, looked upon 
| him as ‘!the most useful co-laborer” he knew. He 
| was to the last week of his life the best rehearser 
in Paris; nobody knew so well as he the art of 
| pointing out to actors the exact shade of meaning 
|the part required. He had, for the last 20 yearsof 
his life, a most violent cough, which gave the med- 
|ical faculty a great deal of anxiety at first, but 
proved the means of prolonging his life to 78 years 

| by requiring constant attention to his health. He 
'“ enjoyed bad health,” and found it a great deal 
| better than the grave—a common opinion among 
| valetudinarians. His fits of coughing were s0 vid 
| lent and so frequent that nobody would live in his 
|immediate neighborhood. He was the author of 
no less than 341 pieces. 

| are married gives vitality to “Zampa” and to“l# 
| Chalet.” Old playgoers tell of “ Le Bourgmestre dé 
| Saardam,” “La Demoiselle a Marier,”’ “ La Berline 
| de l’Emigré,” “ Le Chevalier de St. Georges,” and 
|“ Elle est Jolle.” The French Comedy revives at 
|rare intervals his “ Valerie,” and Bouffé brings 
| out whenever he appears “Michel Perrin,” but all 








‘the other pieces by Melesville have rejoined the 


‘sticks of their contemporaneous rockets. Melet 
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ville inherited $120,000 from his father; his pen | 
gave him $80,000 besides. 

The other death I must record is the departure 
from life ef André Marié Jean Jacques Dupin, com- 
monly known as Dupin the Elder. He was born 
at Varzi, a village in the department of the Nievre, 
the Ist Feb. 1783. Educated for the bar, he 
reached the highest place in his profession, and by 
his defence of Marshal Ney, Beranger, and news- 
papers he has attained a permanent place in the 
history of the French bar. His political career 
need not be traced in these columns. He was a 
member of the French Academy, succeeding to/| 
Cuvier’s chair; he was, too, a member of the Aéad- 
emy of Moral and Political Science. His contribu- 
tions to literature are voluminous, but jejune. 
They are manuals of law, or political pamphlets, or 
speeches at the bar. He wrote his memoirs some 
years since, but they were entirely without in-| 
terest. 

I regret to record the death of M. Binant at 
Lille. He was one of the editors of “ Le Correspon- 
daut’’ when it was founded by Father Lacordaire and 
M. de Montalembert. . . . The &th and last volume | 
of M. Guizot’s “Memoirs” will not appear until | 
January. Ithas been stated by good authority that | 
his history of the causes which led to the Revolu- | 
tion of February, 1848, will not appear until after 
his.death. . . . The average sale of M. P. J. Proud-| 
hon’s works is 3,000 copies each volume. M. Vic-| 
torien Sardou made $14,000 by his play “ Les In- 
times ;” it is thonght he will make $20,000 by his | 
new play, “La Famille Benoiton.” Can the com- | 
plete work of P. J. Proudhon, now in course of pub- | 
lication here. be cajled his works? Messrs. J. A. | 
Langlois, @. Duchene, F. G. Bergmann, and F. Del- | 
hasse, in pursuance of the eminent publicist’s will, | 
“complete the incomplete works ;” for instance, in | 
the “ Theory of Property” the first 62 pages were | 
written at the indications of the author. But I| 
like to know where Proudhon ends and Langlois & | 
Co. begin. Proudhon’s way of working was this: 
When an idea struck him he would write it out| 
at length, generally in the shape of a newspaper | 
article; then he would put it in an envelope, and | 
whenever a new idea occurred to him, or he obtained | 
additional information, he would write it ona piece | 
of paper and add it to the envelope. When a suf- | 
ficient quantity of material was assembled, he| 
would write an article for some review or magazine. | 
This article he would place in a larger envelope | 
and add thoughts and information to it until at last | 
the article became a book ;‘and the day after the | 
publication of his book he would place it in a| 
pasteboard box, and add thoughts and additional 
information as he came into possession of them. . . 
The public have been a good deal surprised to see 
a novel by M. Louis Ulbach in “ La Revue Contem- 
poraine,” as he is a warm democrat and the latter 
is an imperialist organ. It appears he has nothing 
to do with the matter. He has sold “ everything” 
he may write during the next five years to one of 
our publishers; the latter, once in possession of 
“copy,” sells it wherever he can find a purchaser, 
and reserves to himself the right of bringing it out 
in book form after an agreed interval of time has 
passed away. . . . M. Guizot is revising the proof- 
Sheets of the 2d vol. of his “Religious Medita- 
tions.” . . . M. Octave Feuillet’s health is serious- 
ly impaired; hehas quit Paris for the country... . 
M. Fiourens is in bad health and worse age. .. . 
M. His dé Butenval has been made a Senator. He 
is the author of several volumes; I never heard 
their titles. It is asa diplomatist, not as an author, 
he is promoted. His works are known only in the 
Water closet. . . . The death is announced of the 
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mysterious Abbé ——, author of the “‘ Accursed,” 
“The Religious,” the “Jesuit,” and the “ Monk,” 
and who has in press the “ Confessor and the Vil- 
lage Curate.’’ Messrs. Lacroix & Co., his publish- 
ers, nevertheless refuse to credit the rumor. .. . 
M. Alex. Dumas the Elder is, at present, lecturing 
at Vienna on science! What' next? It is 
said he will go to America this or next year... . 
M. Emile Augier has written 4 letter to the news- 
papers to announce that his new play has several 
points in common with M. V. Sardou’s last piece, 
and he begs the public to believe him no plagiary. 

The German newspapers announced, some time 
since, that a packet of unpublished letters by Vol- 
taire had been discovered. The intelligence was 
received here with scepticism, but it proves to be 
true. A portion of them has been published in 
the “‘ Revue Francaise.” They are addressed to 
the sister of Frederick the Great. ... M. Jules

has written virulent articles on all of M. Victor 
Hugo’s recent works. When the latter’s last work 
appeared, M. Barbey d’Aurevilly wrote this note to 
the publisher: “Sir: Have the organizers of vic- 
tory interdicted you from sending me a copy of the 
‘Songs of the Streets and Woods?’ Barbey d’Au- 
revilly.” The publisher replied: “Sir: Publisher 
and sole proprietor of ‘Songs of the Streets and 
Woods,’ I ask from nobody permission to distribute 
the work. Herewith is a copy for you. Albert La- 
croix.” It was thus acknowledged: “ Sir: I have 
received the copy of ‘Songs of the Streets and 
Woods.’ I shall certainly make it the subject of 
anarticle. Barbey d’Aurevilly.”.. . The French 
Emperor has granted a pension of 1500f. to poor 
M. Ed. Martin, the brilliant-and joyous vaudeville- 
writer, who is blind and insane ; even in Paris the 
gayest writers are the most melancholy men we 
have. . .. The French Emperor is organizing a 
scientific exploration of Camboge from the source 
of the Mei-Kon to Thibet, where this river apparent- 


| ly disappears. Most of these regions are unknown, 


although the ruins discovered in the known districts 
would seem to attest the existence in former ages 
of a high state of civilization there. . . .

Tae Countess Guicciott.—In the “ Athenwum” we 
find the following, which there is much reason to 
believe true: ‘‘A piece of gossip is afloat in Paris 
to the effect that Madame de Boissy, formerly the 
Countess Guiccioli, has placed in the hands of M. de 
Lamartine the letters that passed between her and 
Byron, with notes of her reminiscences of the author 
of ‘Childe Harold.’ If this be true, the effect will 
be to give a zest to the life which is now appear- 
ing in the feuilleton of the ‘Constitutionnel,’ of 
which, to say the truth, they stand rather in want. 
Perhaps, the effect may be produced by the mere 
rumor. It is said that M. de Lamartine receives 
40,000 frances for the life of Byron, and that the pro- 
prietors of the same journal agreed to give the 
writer 30,000 francs for another work entitled ‘Ma 
Mére,’ which has been in their hands for two years, 
but with the understanding that it should not ap- 
pear till that period, at least, had elapsed.” The 
fact is, Madame Guiccioli, instead of being at any 
time ashamed of her too particular intimacy with 
Byron, had an Italian lady’s pride in having had 
such a Cavalier Servente. 


SHAKSPEARE.—Mr. Halliwell writes, “I am de- 
lighted to see you are making a stir to discover 
Shakspeares in Spain. The celebrated Spanish 
scholar, Sefior Gayangos, told me, some years ago, 
that there was, until lately, preserved at the Casa 
del Sol, at Valladolid, a copy of the First Folio, 
1623, formerly belonging to Count Gondomar, and 
filled with MS. notes and additions of the period.’’ 

At a recent sale in London, a First Folio edition 
of Shakspeare, imperfect, sold for 81/. ; a third, also 
imperfect, for 15/. ; and a fourth, complete, for 10/. 5s. 


“Perer Partey.”—An English critic, noticing 
“Peter Parley’s Annual for 1866,” published in 
London as “edited by William Martin,” who an- 
nounces himself on the title-page as author of “ Par- 
ley’s Tales” (leaving people to infer that he is the 
original “ Peter” of that ilk), protests against this 
assumption of the late 8. G. Goodrich’s nom de 
plume, particularly as the appropriator is a very 
commonplace writer, and the true “ Peter Parley” 
was an able author, well educated, possessed of ex- 
tensive knowledge of seciety as well as of books, 
and a gentleman who never would have strutted in 
borrowed plumes.

AsrroxomicaL Screxce.—The “Atheneum” an- 
nounces that the Legislature of Victoria have voted 
5,000/. for the purchase of a large reflecting telescope, 
with which observations are to be made in that co- 
lony. The money is voted, but, owing to the curious 
dead lock at present existing between the ruling 
powers, it cannot be made immediately avajlable.

RELIGIOUS. 


Miscellanies from the Collected Writings of Edward 
Irving. pp. 487. London and New York: 
Alexander Strahan. 

Poor Edward Irving! In the zenith of his glory 
rivalling John Howe and Jeremy Taylor, in his set- 
He whom 
the critical and fastidious De Quincey pronounced 
“unquestionably, by many degrees, the greatest 
orator of our times,” cannot fail to be an object of 
interest to scholars. How instructive is his career 
as we trace him from the university to the pulpit 
of Chalmers, and thence to those grand ministra- 
tions in Cross Street and Regent’s Square, where 
the intellectual and moral world of London was 
set astir by his splendid and imposing eloquence. 
To this culminating period of his renown succeed 
expulsion from his church, the gift of tongues, and 
the claim to inspiration, until that.once noble, now 
tottering, intellect in the midway of life sinks into 
the repose, and enters upon the revelations of 
death. That Irving was sincere and devout no one 
will question. That his mental powers were of the 
highest order is attested by the tributes he extorted 
from the most cultivated minds. In the stern and 
stately march of his over-full and sonorous elo- 
quence, he reminds us, more than any other modern 
preacher, of the great divines of the best age of the 
English Church. His works deserve the study they 





are now beginning to receive. They have been 
issued in a collected form by Mr. Strahan, in five 
goodly volumes from which the present collection of 
miscellanies is taken. The contents are classified 
under the general heads of Ethical, Social, Doctri- 
nal, Practical, Historical and Prophetical, Mission- 
ary. To these are added a portraiture of David 
and of John the Baptist and a brief discourse on 
the Psalms of David. Thére will be found in the 
volume not only much to stimulate, strengthen, 
and vindicate Christian faith, but in the critical 
art of composition there is that which will gratify 
the most refined and cultivated taste. Indeed, 
some of the passages are among the finest prose in the 
English language. Any reader, thinker, or seholar 
who is yet unacquainted with the style of Irving 
will find himself richly repaid by procuring the 
volume, even if it be for no other pu7pose than to 
enjoy the sketch of David and of John the Baptist, 
or that glowing criticism upon the Psalms, which 
in fervor, melody, and grandeur seems to have quite 
caught the sacred inspiration of the theme. 

The Vicarious Sacrifice, grounded on Principles of 
Universal Obligation. By Horace Bushnell. pp, 
xii., 552. New York; Charles Scribner. 

Dr. Bushnell has distributed the contents of his 
work into four general divisions. The proposition 
maintaiped in the first part, containing five chap- 
ters, is that there is nothing superlative in vicari- 
ous sacrifice, ar above the universal principles of 
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right and equity. The second part, in four chap- 


ters, asserts that “the life and sacrifice of Christ is| this work for several years past.

“hibits the relations of God’s law and justice to his 
saving work in Christ. The fourth part, in three 
chapters, discusses the subject of sacrificial sym- 
bols and their use. The views of the author upon 
the subject in question are known to be peculiar. 
He seems to reject the idea of judicial satisfaction 
or penal atonement, and makes the sacrifice of 
Christ his simple duty, and not any superlative 
optional kind of good, outside of all the common 
principles of virtue. Hence the term “ vicarious 
sacrifice” is admitted not to be used by him in the 
commonly accepted meaning of the church confes- 
sions. 

The Perfect Light, or Seven Hues of Christian Cha- 
racter. By Julia M. Olin. pp. 256. New York: 
Anson D. F. Randolph. 

Taking the seven prismatic colors, the authoress 
attaches to each a trait of character, as illustrated 
and exemplitied in the history of some personage. 
The persons selected, are Renée of France, Cathe- 
rine Garretson, Louisa of Prussia, Sarah Martin, 
Eugénie de Guérin, Helen of Orleans, Vittoria Co- 
lonna.

Mr. John Campbell, Philadelphia, is the pub- 
lisher of both of these works. The edition of each 
is limited to 250 copies, of which 75 are in quarto, 
and 25 in folio. The titles correctly indicate the 
contents. The preliminary chapter in the first 
work, giving a history of the Revolutionary “ test 
laws” of Pennsylvania, is extremely curious in 
itself, and highly creditable to the research of Mr. 
Westcott, who, in such matters, is indefatigable 
and accurate. The second work is a reproduction 
of a pamphlet which originally appeared in London, 
in 1783, entitled ‘‘ Narrative of Lieutenant-General 
Clinton, K. B., relative to his Conduct during part 
of his command of the King’s troops in North Ame- 
rica; particularly to that which reflects the unfor. 
tunate Issue of the Campaign in 1781. With an 
Appendix containing Copies and ‘Extracts of those 
parts of his Correspondence with Lord George Ger- 
main, Earl Cornwallis, Rear Admiral Graves, &c., 
which are referred to therein.” We desire, how- 
ever, to call attention to the typography of the 
volumes. It is the work of Mr. Henry B. Ashmead, 
and in neatness and general excellence we do not 
well see how it can be surpassed. Indeed, we are 
not prepared to admit that it could have been sur- 
passed by Mr. Alvord, or by either the University 
or the Riverside Press. We regard it as one of the 
finest specimens of workmanship in this depart- 
ment of book manufacture, which has for a long 
while fallen under our notice.

How mysteri- 
ously the Requiem was ordered by an unknown 
messenger, Mozart’s presentiment concerning it, 
and how, 2s his ears were opening to the strains of 
a higher sphere, the last movement of his lips on 
earth conveyed instruction for its performance— 
these are all narrated with a simplicity, impressive 
from the dramatic force of the facts themselves.

These selections are contained in a comely and 
legible volume, and the character of the selections 
themselves is appropriately indicated by the title. 
They are distributed under the general heads of 
Children; Home Pleasures; For Young Children ;

For Older Children; Ballads; Teachings of Chil- 
dren; Death of Children; The Close. The poems 
are gathered from the whole field of English and 
Awerican literature, and they include a large num- 
ber of excellent and popular productions. The 
volume is in every way a commendable one, and 
appeals no legs to the feelings than the taste of the 
refined reader.

Mr. Stoddard has sought to present us the Eng- 
lish poets in their most poetical moods—not as the 
makers of long sustained poems, which most of 
them are not, but as the singers of short, sweet, un- 
premeditated lyrics. The order of arrangement is 
chronological, beginning with Sir Thomas Wyatt in 
the first half of the sixteenth century, and coming 
down to Tennyson and Coventry Patmore in our own 
day. The selections have been made with great taste, 
and with that poetic instinct which we might well 
expect in Mr. Stoddard. The whole make up of the 
volume is gdmirable, and the ample margin, neat 
red border, and fine typography will especially 
delight the tasteful. We cannot help thinking, 
however, that a larger faced type would have been 
in no way disproportionate, and at the same time 
more easily legible.
